What Goes Up Must Come Down 


NE labor leader as reported in a recent 
(C) conserence said that “People ought to 

understand that unions were not organ- 
ized to reduce wages but to raise them.” This 
is quite obviously true, and it will take a 
strong leadership to guide the union success- 
fully thru the present times of readjustment. 


The strongest Union in the printing industry 
of the United States is the composing union, 
Typographical Union Number Six of New 
York. New York has the 44-hour week and 
the high wage scale. The union believes that 
any scale can be paid as long as a united 
front is kept up, but the employing printers 
know that the days of real competition are at 
hand, and, with hours and wages both against 
them, that they are not in a good position to 
hold business in this city. 


“Big Six” had succeeded in making a wage 
agreement for this October that-did not carry 
an arbitration agreement and after clever moves 
of postponement it finally accepted the plan 
for arbitration with scale to go into effect two 
months later than the date originally agreed 
upon and eight months after the other print- 
ing unions. This is good union tactics, but 
it is going to mean poor printing business in 
New York. Already outside people are bid- 
ding in for New York work as they have 
never done before, and many of the periodical 
and book people are finding that out-of-town 
work can be readily planned. 


The wage scale for a type-setter, hand or 
machine, is far higher than for most profes- 
sional people of the country, teachers, ministers 
and librarians. It is higher than for most of 
the people who write the material that is set 
up in type. On the face of this it is clear 
that the statement of “Big Six” that the offer 
of a ten dollar decrease was too ridiculous to 
arbitrate does not leave any enthusiasm in the 
minds of those who buy New York printing. 
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Strike -Benefits 


N the announcement of the report of the 
| printers’ meeting on Sunday, October 2nd, 

John McParland, President.of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union, stated that he was 
collecting and dispersing over $800,000 a month 
for strike and other benefits thruout the coun- 
try. In this huge total; gathered not to help 
those who are unemployed because of industrial 
depression such as is now the chief problem of 
the country but to help those who are out of 
work largely from their own choice, there is a 
very special trade significance. 

The demand for a 44-hour week, which was 
the main cause of the strikes now afflicting the 


. printing industry, came at a time when the 


whole country was beginning to realize that 
it was in the midst of a long, hard pull of 
business depression and unemployment.  In- 
stead of realizing that all industrial conditions 
were in the grip of a situation far too serious 
to be controlled by any little group in one in- 
dustry, the union. printers insisted on carrying 
out the agreement, and strikes were called in 
all parts of the country. The unions said that 
the employing printers, in stating that such a 
change was impossible, were merely presenting 
old arguments against any change. They did 
not realize, as their leaders should have real- 
ized, that the situation was bigger than any 
mere decision of organized employing printers. 

As a result of these strikes, these huge sums 
of several million dollars a year are being passed 
out to help those who could easily help them- 
selves. It is estimated that the composing 
unions in New York will contribute in twelve 
months not less than a million dollars to this 
fund for the purpose of carrying out an im- 
possible dictate. They themselves have asked 
for an increase in wage on top of having ob- 
tained for their local group the shorter hours 
that will make it very difficult for their em- 
ployers to compete with the other sections of 
the country from now on. 


Such a statement from the !eader of the 
printing unions gives the users of printing a 
good deal to think about. It would seem as 
tho the user of printing, who ultimately pays 
the bill, were contributing huge sums to sup+ 
port those who did not choose to work in other 
cities. There is too big a problem before the 
country to have this sort of method introduced, 
and the sooner the printing unions realize that 
this is the case, the sooner conditions in their 
industry will improve. 





The Finger on the Pulse 
Pirusiness never before in American 


business history have business men 

watched the horizon more carefully fort 
the slightest indications as to business con- 
ditions. Ever since the word went round a 
year ago that liquidation was at hand, whole- 
sale and retail merchants have been busy 
liquidating, and aggressive buying in practical- 
ly all lines disappeared at the same time. The 
papers have since then been full of statistics 
and prophecies as to trade conditions, realizing 
that every one of their readers was busy 
watching for the slightest indication of when 
the revival might be at hand. Retailers have 


bought from hand to mouth for a year, and: 


have centered their attention on turning into 
money all stocks on hand. 

The fall and holiday season, the most im- 
portant of all times for retailers, is now at 
hand, and the merchant must now take a final 
look at the omens and gauge these next three 
months accordingly. If the manager from now 
on keeps one hand continually fingering the 
pulse of general business conditions, he will 
have but one hand left for aggressive mer- 
chandising. For this reason, it is sound ad- 
vice to the merchant to take a final estimate 
of conditions in his community and then turn 
the major part of his attention to aggressive 
merchandising that will bring results. 

Conditions in the book business on October 
Ist seem, under general survey, to be remark- 
ably favorable. From all sides come reports 
of a very complete liquidation of stocks, leav- 
ing the decks clear for the newest and most 
live merchandise. A number of booksellers of 
various types and in various places have volun- 
teered the information in this office within the 
last two weeks that their sales since the first 
of January have been ahead of last year. These 
people, however cautious they may have been 
in the spring, are now buying liberally. One 
jobber reported that many of the small dealers 
were buying now as they have never bought 
before as a sign of how they feel about the 
next three months. One of the largest book- 
sellers in the country reported within a week 
that the sales for eight months were well ahead 
of last year, and that it was expected to have 
the largest fall and holiday season ever re- 
ported. Even in the rare book field, which 
would naturally be the last to feel better con- 
ditions, there has been a most decided op- 
timism since the middle of September. 
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Retailing conditions must vary with differen: 
communities, and merchants must take their 
own final estimate of the merchandising possi- 
bilities, but that the trade as a whole is ag- 
gressive and confident is an undoubted fact, 
and with the full attention of every bookselling 
organization concentrated on good service, good 
stocks, aggressive selling, there seems every 
chance of a record year. 


A Notable Number 


HE editors of the PusiisHers’ WeEEKLy 
2 believe that the most significant event in 

their hundredth volume of periodical 
publishing was the issue of the Fall Announce 
inent Number, which has now been in the 
hands of all subscribers for two weeks—the 
largest and most carefully prepared number 
that this periodical has ever issued. A Fall 
Announcement Number always marks the 
crest of a year’s publishing and in its gen- 
eral aspects can be taken as a symbol of the 
trade conditions of the year and of the ag- 
gressive feeling in the minds of the publish- 
ers of various types of books. 

The advertising pages are more than an 
effort to bring single books to more active 
sale, they are a general statement from the 
publishing houses of their publishing program 
and of the type of book that they believe de- 
serves emphasis during the next few months. 
These titles are the winnowing of many 
months and sometimes years of preparation, 
of contact with public opinion and careful 
estimation of the public’s reading taste. Spe- 
cial care was taken this year in the press work 
and printing of this issue, so that the result 
could be presented as a monument to one of 
the book-trade’s epochal years, a year when 
the trade has insisted on stepping ahead in both 
publishing and retailing, in spite of genera! 
trade conditions of the greatest difficulty. A 
business that goes ahead in 1921 is prepared to 
go ahead in any succeeding year. The Pvus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY has a pride in feeling that 
as the representative trade publication of the 
American book-trade, its hundredth volume 
coincides with a year that has many encour 
aging and exhilarating features.

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A Short History of Printing 
By Carl P. Rollins 


Printer to Yale University 
VI. PRINTING IN ENGLAND AND THE AMERICAN COLONIES 


I. England from Wynken de Worde to 
Baskerville. 
UR history of printing has carried us on 
O a circular tour of central Europe, with 
only a glance at England, where Caxton 
founded the first English press in 1476. Two 
of his printers, Wynken de Worde and Richard 
Pynson, set up for themselves after his death. 
Roth were foreign workmen, and it is with the 
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death of the men who learned their trade on 
the continent that the decline of English print- 
ing begins. De Worde was the less skilful of 
the two, but was an industrious man. His type 
was the still popular black-letter, at first the 
‘aces which Caxton had used, and later dif- 
‘erent faces of his own. The volumes were 
usually quartos, the books were usually illus- 
trated (tho, as a rule, the illustrations were of 
rather indifferent quality), and the workman- 
ship was inferior to that of Caxton and the 
ontinental contemporaries. It is interesting 
to see that de Worde used one small size of 





black-letter, approximating an eight-point, in 
educational books, out of deference, we must 
suppose, to the poor scholars who needed to 
get as much as possible on a page. He used 
roman after 1520, but not generally. 

Richard Pynson was a more finished work- 
man than de Worde. Like him, he was a 
Frenchman. He introduced the use of roman 
type into England, where it was first used in 
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the printing of the “Sermo Fratris Hieronymi 
de Ferraria.” About the same time he was 
appointed royal printer, and seems to have 
thrived as a business man. The work of his 
press was extensive, and not until John Day 
appeared was there another English printer 
of note. 

But so far as the art of printing is con- 
cerned, England cuts but a sorry figure during 
the two and a half centuries following the 
setting up of the press at Westminster. We 
shall note John Day in passing, but until the 
typefounder Caslon appears on the scene, 
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Blades’s words have a melancholy truth: “In 
the sixteenth century the government inter- 
fered and placed the press under severe re- 
strictions, upon the pretence of stopping trea- 


sonable and heretical publications. A series of 
barbarous enactments soon reduced printing to 
a dangerous and unremunerative employment. 
The effects were seen at once by the degraded 
condition to which both master printers and 
their workmen were reduced; ignorance and 
incapacity being the leading characteristics of 
the craft, instead of learning and intelligence. 
Thus, while in France and Germany the printer 
held an honorable position, above that of the 
trader, in England he was a mere slave to the 
stationers, to whom the government deputed 
tyrannical powers of oppression and sup- 
pression.” 

The seventeenth century was no more fruit- 
ful in good works. The priceless collections 
of the Elizabethan Club at Yale University, 
housed in an impregnable vault, and cared for 
by the most courteous and zealous of librarians, 
are but a sad assembly of typographical crudi- 
ties, evidencing as they do the ignorance of the 
printer and the slovenly taste of the public. 
To the bibliophile the only known copy of a 
Shakespeare quarto is tremendously important : 
but the lover of fine printing, observing the 
stunted margins, the outrageous presswork, 
the clumsy and blunted type, cannot but grieve 
that no Tory nor Aldus was at hand to give 
fitting garb to our most precious English 
classics. Not Shakespeare alone, but his earlier 
and later compeers suffered from this welter 
of poor work induced by the fatuous govern- 
mental restrictions, by the grasping monopoly 
of the Stationers’ Company, and by the general 
artistic stagnation of the times. The printers 
of the time were indeed “rude mechanicals,” 
and the use of fine type faces and of lovely 
ornament, raised almost to a cultus by the 
Estienne and by Tory, was unknown to these 
English printers. ; 

The one figure which does somewhat to re- 
lieve the typographic wretchedness of the six- 
teenth century is that of John Day, who in 
1546 began his work in London. The oddities 
of English nomenclature are nowhere more 
amusingly apparent than in the fact that Day 
originally belonged to the Bowstringmakers’ 
Company, but was allowed in 1550 to become 
a freeman of the Company of Stationers! He 
rose to much authority in that guild, becoming 
Warden, and being one of the chief bene- 
ficiaries of that iniquitous system of patent 
rights in certain books by which the crown, 
acting thru the Stationers’ Company, en- 
deavored to keep its control of the press. Day 
used black-letter, roman, italic and Anglo- 
Saxon, and frequently the first three were 
used indiscriminately. The custom of using 


these three faces together did much to dis- 
figure English printing for several generations. 
Day’s fonts were unimportant for the most 
part, tho his italics and roman were cut to 
mate, which had not previously been done, 
since the italic was in reality a separate font, 
and only gradually became a necessary ac- 
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companiment of the roman. The finest book 
issued from Day’s press is said to be Asser’s 
“Life of Alfred the Great” printed for Day’s 
patron, Archbishop Parker in 1574. His mark. 
of the sleeper awakened, with the motto. 
“Arise for it is day,” is perhaps the most 
famous of all the punning printers’ marks. 

The one outstanding achievement of the 
next century of the English press, when the 
printers were mostly occupied with contro- 
versial and religious pamphlets, books, and 
newspapers of poor quality, was the Londoh 
Polyglot Bible of 1657. This was a more am: 
bitious attempt than any of its three prede- 
cessors—the Complutensian of 1517, the Plan- 
tin of 1572, and the Paris of 1645. It made 
use of Hebrew, Greek, Latin, Chaldean, Syriac, 
Arabic, Samaritan, Persian and Ethiopic, tho 
not all of the Bible was printed in each 
language. The work, issued by subscription at 
£10 per copy, occupied six volumes 1034x106 
inches in size. The type was rather better than 
usual, some of it being the same which Day 
had used in the “Life of Alfred the Great.” 
The six volumes were printed in 1654-7 by 
Thomas Roycroft, one of the foremost printers 
of his day. 

The trials and difficulties of the printers of 
the Stuart period and of the Civil War are 
too numerous to catalog. Government, hang- 
ing on to its tenure by every desperate device 
at its command, vented its fury on the printers 
as often as its other distractions permitted. 
Repeated acts of Parliament and Star Chamber 
decrees (similar to the arbitrary and often 
illegal measures of our own Postmaster Gen- 
eral and the Department of Justice in the past 
six years) reduced the printer’s status almost 
to that of an outlaw, while the effect, as 
always, was a torrential output of “seditious.” 
“libellous,” ‘“treasonable,’” and “heretical” 
printing. William Prynne had his ears cut off 
in 1633; John Twyn was executed at Tyburn 
in 1664; the petty persecutions of the authori- 
ties and the grasping hand of the Company of 
Stationers, the Great Plague, and the Great 
Fire, ruined, impoverished, and hampered the 
freedom of the press for generations. It is 
no wonder that printing as a fine art did not 
exist in England; the wonder is that even the 
practice did not cease. 

One other press of the seventeenth century 
deserves note. Printing at Oxford began in 
1478, and preserved a desultory and undis- 
tinguished course for two centuries. But in 
1667 Dr. John Fell, vice-chancellor of the 
University, presented a complete foundry, with 
punches and matrices of roman, italic, black- 
letter, and various oriental and antique alpha- 
bets, to the college printing office, and laid 
the foundation for that splendid collection 0! 
type faces which Oxford now possesses. He 
probably got much of his material from Hol- 
land, and he brought over a skilled Dutch 
typefounder to operate the new foundry. Ten 
years later this material was enriched with 
numerous other fonts of roman and italic and 
antique alphabets by Mr. Francis Junius. The 
interesting and in many cases fine character 
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of these various letters excites to admiration, 
; well as the skilful way in which they have 
so often been used. Many an unpretentious 
and casual book from the Oxford press, such, 
for instance, as the “Oxford Book of Eng- 
lish Verse,” printed in these old type faces, 
is evidence of their charm. Alas, that the 
rapid introduction of the typesetting machine

if they would go to the trouble to get it—and 
trouble it was. James, a London typefounder, 
had to secure his material by connivance with 
a drunken Dutch workman, so jealous were 
the typefounders of Holland of their craft. 
lor a time pretty much all the type sold in 
England seems to have been of Dutch origin; 
but about 1720 there appeared a native de- 
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should relegate most of this material to the 
Cust of oblivion, there to await a happier day 
when we shall have ceased to pay homage to 
‘ne machine. The English have succeeded in 
forcing the machine to provide better type 
‘aces that we, in our easy-going way, have 
demanded, but the blight of machine produc- 
on Is apparent to anyone who will look at the 
catalog of the Oxford University Press (that 
dest book to read in bed”) in its old, hand- 
‘et torm and in its newer, machine-set dress. 

Dr. Fell’s gift had shown that good type 


was still at the command of English printers 





signer of skill and virility. This was William 
Caslon the first, who was born in Shropshire 
in the latter part of the preceding century. 
The details of his early life, as of the or- 
ganization of his foundry, are not yet defi- 
nitely known, but it seems clear that he pos- 
sessed a natural aptitude for letters, and that 
in some way this came to the attention of 
several London printers, who encouraged him 
to cut punches and set up for himself as a 
letter founder. Caslon’s first essay was an 
Arabic font, which immediately drew the at- 
tention of English printers to his work. The

conditions under which a printer secured his 
fonts had changed entirely from the early 
days when each printer made his own type. 
Dutch commercial acumen had divorced the 
printing office and the letter foundry, and by 
the time of Caslon practically all printers se- 
cured their type from the type foundry in- 
stead of making it themselves. Hence the 
typefounder rather than the printer now set 
the style in type design, and this division of 
labor has operated as disastrously to art in 
printing as it has in all the handicrafts. With 
the appearance of Caslon’s specimen of a new 
pica face in 1721, a roman, with an italic cut 
to match and accompany it, English printing 
began to improve; reliance on the Dutch 
punch-cutters ceased; and that homély, rugged, 
comely series known as Caslon old-style or 
old-face, took its commanding position. Bas- 
kerville, with a taste for more elegant forms, 
as befitted the eighteenth century which he 
more truly exemplified, said: “Mr. Caslon is 
an Artist to whom the Republic of Learning 
has great obligations.” The general shape of 
the letter most used in England continued to 
be that evolved by Caslon, and his foundry, 
under his own guidance, or under the guid- 
ance of his descendants, down to the present 
day. ‘ 

The ‘Caslon face suffered eclipse in the 
nineteenth century, to be revived by the Chis- 
wick Press in 1844; again it gave way to that 
unlovely face known as “modern roman,” only 
again .to assert itself with undiminished vigor 
toward the end of the century, until it has 
come to be the most representative type face 
used in England and America. It has heen 
seldom used on the continent of Europe, but 
it seems to satisfy the Anglo-Saxon love for 
sturdy, common-sense practicability; and so 
distinctive is it that not even its degraded 
forms of recut, modernized, and lining or its 
imperfect machine adaptations, can utterly de- 
stroy its character. If it was hailed as a 
great advance on the slovenly type design and 
cutting of its forerunners, it at the same time 
was cut in that happy day when mechanical 
rigidity in design was neither wanted nor 
provided. 

The work of John Baskerville, Caslon’s 
contemporary in point of time, but representa- 
tive of another school of design, we shall take 
up in a separate essay, which will deal with 
the manifestations of the modern spirit in 
printing. We have now to note the introduc- 
tion and spread of the practice of typography 
in British North America. 


Il. British North America to the Nineteenth 


Century. 
The period of the Civil War in England, 
while devoid of typographical monuments, 


saw the issuance of innumerable tracts, pam- 
phlets, and controversial books. The press 
had become, during its artistic eclipse under 
the Stuart kings and under Cromwell, an in- 
dispensable part of the daily political life of 
England; and it is not surprising that by 
1638, eight years after the settlement of Bos- 
ton, and only seventeen vears after the Pil 
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grims landed in the howling wilderness, , 
ship set sail for the Bay Colony with a pres, 
type, a printer, and three assistants, bound {o: 
the recently established college at Cambridge 
This printer was Stephen Daye of Londo: 
His patron, the Reverend John Glover, died o: 
the voyage, but the widow promptly carrie 
out the plan for the founding of a press, anc 
Daye set to work at once, issuing in the same 
year a small broadside, the “Freeman’s Oath.’ 
which was the first fruit of the press in th 
English colonies in America. No copy of thi 
first effort is now extant, nor is there a cop) 
of the second venture of the press, an alma 
nac. The third issue and the first book was 
the famous so-called “Bay Psalm Book” 

the popular title of which has suffered som 
amusing changes at the hands of writers. Th: 
actual title as shown by the title page is “The 
whole hbooke of psalms faithfully translate: 
into English Metre,” etc. From the circum 
stance of its publication within the confines 
of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay, it has 
been known as the “New England Psalm 
Book” or more commonly the “Bay Psalm 
Book.” Plomer, however, in his history of 
English printing, gives the name a_ high 
church twist by calling it the “Bay Psaltery,” 
while a now-defunct American literary maga 
zine once reproduced a picture of it with th 
title underneath, “The Bay State Psalm 
Book”! 

Such were the first issues of the press in 
Cambridge, indeed the first printing in any 
Knglish colony in the new world, tho as we 
shall see in a later article, a press had been 
established in the City of Mexico as early as 
1536. The printing office in Cambridge was in 
operation by Stephen Daye, by his son Mat 
thew, by Samue! Green. and by Marmaduke 
Johnson until 1692. For thirty-seven years 
it was the only printing office in the colonies. 
Precious as the issues of the infant press ar 
to a bibliographer and to an historian, th 
typographic quality of the books issued from 
Cambridge was negligible. The type of cours¢ 
came from England (the first type foundry in 
this country being established in 1772 in Ger- 
mantown, Pennsylvania), and the workme! 
were in no way more skilled than those in the 
offices in England whence they came. Daye's 
press, or at least one which seems to be worth 
credit as Daye’s is now in the collection oi 
the Vermont Historical Society at Montpe- 
lier. 

While early American printing lacks charac 
ter and style, there are several issues which 
command attention. There is the “Bay Psalm 
Book” already referred to: there is the Poly- 
glot Bible issued at Brattleboro, Vermont 
truly a tour-de-force for a printing office in 3 
small rural community; and there are the ex- 
tremely interesting almanacs issued in streams 
from many of the provincial presses. the best 
known of which is the “Poor Richard's Alma- 
nac” of Beniamin Franklin. The “New Eng- 
land Primer” is another curious evidence 0! 
the intellectual and artistic state of the times 
But the most ambitious book «undertaken by 
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the colonial printers was Eliot's Indian Bible, 
which appeared in its complete form in 1663, 
rom the presses of Samuel Green and Marma- 
luke Johnson, in Cambridge. 

The Reverend John Eliot, who was minis- 
‘er of the church in Roxbury, Massachusetts, 
hegan his missionary labors with the Ameri- 
can Indians in 1646, preaching to them in 
their own tongues. The need of text books 
:n the Indian vernacular naturally prompted 
him to prepare such, and the college press at 
Cambridge was called on to print them. The 
york was too much for one press, tho Green 
had taken an Indian youth as apprentice, and 
n 1660 Marmaduke Johnson was sei. out from 
ingland with another press and more type. 
[hereafter the presses at Cambridge issued va- 
rious books in the Massachusetts dialect, in 
editions of from five hundred to two thou- 
sand copies, almost all of which have utterly 
disappeared. Some of the books are known 
from contemporary evidence, such as the first 
issue, 1654, a Primer or Catechism; the sec- 
ond, 1655 (?), the book of Genesis; the third, 
1655(?), the book of Matthew; and the 
fourth, 1658(?), the book of Psalms. The fifth 
issue, a catechism in the Connecticut dialect, 
prepared by that Yale worthy the Reverend 
\braham Pierson of Branford, appeared in 
1659, a single copy only being in existence. 
Eliot’s translation of the New Testament, in 
the Massachusetts dialect, was issued in 1661, 
and by 1663 Eliot saw the fruition of his hopes 
and labors in the publication of the entire 
Bible in the Massachusetts tongue, printed by 
Samuel Green and Marmaduke Johnson in an 
edition of “one and perhaps two thousand 
copies.” Several copies are in existence, and 
the publication testifies to the zeal of the 
translator, the persistence of the printers, and 
the ready support which they received from 
the English Corporation for the Propagation 
of the Gospel among the Indians in New Eng- 
land, and the friends of the church in the new 
colonies. 

The second press set up in British North 
\merica was Marmaduke Johnson’s in Cam- 
bridge. The first press in Boston was that 
of John Foster, of whom Thomas drily says 
that he was not bred to the art nor especially 
acquainted with it! The first printer in Phila- 
delphia was William Bradford, who set up 
there in 1685. Feeling the displeasure of the 
authorities, he moved to New York, there es- 
tablishing its first press in 1693. He was a 
Prosperous and respected citizen of that city 
for half a century, and besides having a print- 
ing office, owned, at Elizabeth, New Jersey, 
one of the first paper mills in America. At 
Germantown, near Philadelphia, was the most 
extensive of colonial printing offices, that of 
Christopher Sauer and his son, where in 1743 
was printed the second Bible in America; the 
first being Eliot’s Indian Bible. 

_ The most prominent of Colonial printers, at 
‘east in retrospect, was Benjamin Franklin, 
who worked at his trade in Philadelphia be- 
‘ore his extraordinary fertility of mind and 
capacity for civic affairs led him into public 
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employ. Too much attention has been given 
to lranklin as a printer, since it has been 
justly obseryed that he was not so much a 
printer as a business man in a printing office. 
But his love for the craft is evidenced by the 
private press which he set up at Passy, near 
Paris, when he was agent of the American 
Government in France. One of the issues of 
this press (which was equipped with French 
type) was the amusing Fifty-first Chapter of 
Genesis, with which this typical eighteenth cen- 
tury American edified and mystified his circle 
of friends. 

The most noteworthy early American prin 
ter was probably Isaiah Thomas of Worcester, 
Massachusetts, who was born in Boston in 
i749, and apprenticed for eleven years at the 
tender age of six! He became a newspaper 
publisher, issued a folio bible, and many of 
the hymn books and school books used in New 
Kngland came from his presses. He was a 
skilful and successful business man, and entered 
into partnerships with many of his freed ap- 
prentices for the establishment of printing of- 
fices in various towns thruout New England. 
His imprint is to be found on many books 
published in widely separated localities. His 
most notable book was an excellent general 
history of printing in America, published at 
Worcester in 1810, in two volumes. It is well 
printed in a very good type face cast in Phila- 
delphia, which shows the influence of the 
modern ideals in type design, and the increasing 
ability of the American type founder. It is 
one of the few specimens of Americana with 
proper margins. ' 

Before leaving this chapter, mention should 
be made of the excellent work which was done 
in many of the small towns of New England 
during the late eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth centuries. The metropolis did not then 
exist to restrict the small town printer to 
commercial work and the town report, and 
many a “Constitution of the United States” or 
“Washington’s Farewell Address” or volume of 
English poems was issued in rather admirable 
simplicity at Brattleboro, or Northampton, or 
Worcester, or Newburyport, by men unknown 
to fame but with thoro knowledge of their 
craft. 

The next essay will take up the change in 
typographic ideals which was reflected in 
Baskerville, Bodoni, and the Didots.

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Copyright League Hold Last Meeting 


Important Action Taken Relative to U. S. Copyright Revision 


A special meeting of The American Publish- 
ers’ Copyright League was held on Tuesday, 
October 4th, at the Yale Club. W. W. Apple- 
ton, the President, being in the chair. 

The Secretary, George Haven Putnam, stated 
that the meeting had been called to give atten- 
tion to three matters on which the de¢ision of 
the members of the League was required. 
AMALGAMATION WITH PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION 

As the first in order of these three matters, 
the Secretary reported the following resolu- 
tron: 


RESOLVED THAT, The American Publishers’ 
Copyright League approve the suggestion for 
the consolidation of the League with the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers. 

The President of the League is mstructed to 
appoint a committee to carry out, in co-opera- 
tion with the authorities of the Publishers’ As- 
sociation, the plan for such consolidation. 

This approval is given with the understand- 
ing that a Bureau of Copyright will be consti- 
tuted by the Publishers’ Association, which 
Bureau will take care of the copyright business 
and correspondence of the publishers. 

It is understood further that provision will be 
made for membership in the Copyright Bureau 
on the part of concerns which have copyright 
business but which.may not be prepared to ac- 
cept membership tn the association; and that the 
subscriptions to the Copyright Bureau shall be 
retained as a separate fund for use in copyright 
work, 

The resolution was adopted without dissent- 
ing vote. The Chairman appointed as commit- 
tee to carry out the plan, in co-operation with 
the authorities of the Publishers’ Association, 


the Secretary, Mr. Putnam, and the Treasurer, 
Mr. Stokes. 


OPPOSITION TO AMERICAN VALUATION 


As the second matter calling for decision, the 
Secretary reported the following resolution: 

RESOLVED THAT, The American Publishers’ 
Copyright League place on record its opposi- 
tion to the enactment of the Fordney Tariff 
Bill. They point out that the new valuation 
scheme presented in such act, under which the 
duty is imposed, not upon the cost of the arti- 
cle in the market of origin or upon the price 
paid for the same by the American importer, 
but upon the price at which the article ts to be 
sold in this market, in the case of books in- 
creases the rate of duty, as compared with the 
rates previously in force, from fifteen per cent. 
to from fifty to sixty per cent. according to the 
class of books in question. 

A similar objection obtains in the case of 
works of art or musical productions. 

A duty at such a rate must practically bring 
to an end. the importation of books in editions 
and, therefore, render impracticable the publica- 
tion of a book “for joint account.” It must 





make also a very material addition to the cost 
of books imported in small supplies. 

In the case of rare books, the difficulty of ar- 
riving at a market price, or a selling price, with 
any consistency or with justice to competing 
importers is one that cannot be met. : 

The transfer from the free list to the dutia- 
ble list of books in foreign languages and books 
published more than twenty years back must 
seriously interfere with the importaton of 
books of this class. It must certainly consti- 
tute a serious and unnecessary burden upon stu- 
dents and readers thruout the country. 

The publishers emphasize the importance of 
retaining on the free list books published in 
languages other than in English and. books is- 
sued more than twenty years back. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, that in the opinion of The 
Publishers’ Copyright League no tariff act 
should secure the approval of the two Houses of 
Congress that contains this inequitable require- 
ment for valuation in the market of sale. 


This resolution was, after remarks from sev- 
eral of the members, adopted without dissent- 
ing vote. 

The Secretary reported further that a bill 
was now on the calendar of the House of Rep- 
resentatives which provided for the cancella- 
tion of the requirement that books securing 
American copyright should be manufactured 
within the territory of the United States. He 
explained that this proposed amendment had 
been drafted by the Register of Copyrights 
and the Secretary of the Authors’ League, with 
co-operation from Mr. Bowker. 

The purpose of the amendment was to place 
the United States in a position to become a 
member of the Convention of Berne. 

The third matter, therefore, calling for pres- 
ent decision on the part of the members of 
the Publishers’ Copyright League was an ex- 
pression of opinion in regard to the desirabil- 
ity of the proposed amendment. 

The Secretary submitted for consideration 01 
the meeting the following resolution which ex- 
pressed, as he understood, the conclusion ar- 
rived at in regard to this proposed amendment 
by a number of the members with whom he 
had spoken. 


COPYRIGHT REVISION ADVOCATED 


RESOLVED THAT the members of The Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Copyright League hold it to be 
highly desirable for the United States to become 
a party to the Convention of Berne. 


The entrance of the United States to the Con- 
vention would practically complete the group of 
literature-producing states and should prove of 
service in furthering civilized literary relations 
among the nations. 


RESOLVED FURTHER that in the opinion of the 
American publishers membership in the Berne 
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Convention is desirable only if the copyright 
statute of the United States can be so shaped 
that the United States will in accepting mem- 
bership be placed on equal terms with the other 
literature-producing nations. 

The copyright statutes of the United States, 
as amended in 1891 and 1909, while providing, 
in ordinary routine, for a copyright which 
gives to the proprietor exclusive control of the 
market, includes a later provision permitting a 
practically unrestricted importation of books 
that have secured American copyright, and such 
unrestricted importation undermines. seriously 
the value of the copyright property. 

The publishers point out that the United 
States is the only literature-producing country 
in which the owner of the copyright does not 
secure exclusive control of the copyright mar- 
ket specified. . 

Under Section 30 of the.act of 1909, libra- 
ries, societies and individuals are at liberty to 
import copies of transatlantic editions of books 
which have secured American copyright. The 
only person to whom such importation is pro- 
hibited is the American publisher who, after 
making the investment required for the pur- 
chase of the copyright and for the production 
of the copyrighted American editions, has been 
recorded as the owner of the American copy- 
right. 

The American publishers hold, therefore, 
that the abolition of the manufacturing re- 
quirement, a step that is essential in order to 
enable the United States to become a party to 
the Convention of Berne, should be connected 
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with the cancelling of the provision for unre- 
stricted importation into this market of books 
that have secured American copyright. 

_In connection with the cancellation of Sec- 
tion 15 of the statute, which provides for Amer- 
ican manufacture, a cancellation should be made 
of certain portions of Section 30. 


Under this modification, the substance of the 
section would read “that during the existence 
of the American copyright in anv book, work 
of art, or musical composition, the importation 
into the United States shall be prohibited un- 
less such importation is made with the consent 
of the proprietor of the American copyright.” 
Such a provision would enable American cit- 
izens, or residents, to secure copies of trans- 
atlantic editions when they so preferred, pro- 
vided that the importation of these copies should 
be made thru the proprietor of the American 
copyright. 

The abolition of the manufacturing require- 
ment would place transatlantic pwhlishers in a 
position to occupy the American market with 
editions of books for which these publishers 
have secured the American copyright. 

The transatlantic publishers ought, however, 


‘not to be placed in a position at the same time 


to wtiize the American market for sales of 
copies of transatlantic editions of books for 
which the ownership of the copyright rests with 
the American publishers. 

RESOLVED THAT tf the present statute can be 
so amended, the publishers will be prepared to 
give their approval to the suggestion for the 
abolition of the manufacturing requirement.

The print dealers, who were puzzled at the 
quietness of trade in July and August, reported 
steady improvement in business last month. 
Collectors who went abroad expecting to find 
what they wanted at bargin prices have come 
home to buy here. 


The first edition of A. Edward Newton's “A 
Magnificent Farce and Other Essays,” was ex- 
hausted before the day of publication. A sec- 
ond edition will be published on October Io. 
The first edition of “The Amenities of Book 
Collecting” has been selling for more than 
twice its original cost. 


In PItalia che scrive Paola Bellezza recalls 
the interesting fact that the first complete trans- 
lation into English of Dante’s “Inferno” was 
made by an Irishman, Henry Boyd, in 1785. 
The remaining two parts were published by 
him in 1802 so that he preceded Cary by a few 
years, the latter version appearing in 1805. 


The announcement of new subscription sets 
by the publishers has given the impression 
that this is a good time to sell. Several large 
collections will probably come into the auction 
market before the end of the season and among 
them will be that of the late Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor William F. Sheehan, which will be sold 
by the American Art Association. 


Joseph Jackson of Philadelphia is now. en- 
gaged upon a bibliography of the writings of 
Charles G. Leland—an undertaking upon which 
he has been at work for some years. Mr. 
Jackson has made some important discoveries 
regarding the writings of Leland, but desires 
information from any quarter regarding the 
work of this author and especially of informa- 
tion in regard to any of this author’s letters 
bearing upon his literary work. 


“To raise the tariff on books,’ says The 
Brooklyn Eagle, “is worse than stupid. It is 
vicious. We need all the books we can get, 
foreign and domestic, and they should be as 
cheap as it is possible to manufacture them. 
America needs the literature of the world, des- 
pite Mr. Fordney, and it should not be neces- 
sary to do more than let the intelligent read- 
ing public know what he is trying to do to 
cause the Senate to drop the provision in the 
new tariff bill relating to books.” 


A wholesale house is offering the Westmins- 
ter edition of the “Memoirs of the Court of 
England” by Jesse in an edition de luxe of 30 
octavo volumes limited to 800 sets, printed on 
watermarked paper by one of the finest presses 
of Boston, with 188 illustrations, all in hand- 
coloring or photo-etching, printed on plate or 
Japan paper, bound in Holliston cloth with 
paper labels in two colors. About 300 sets 
were sold by the original publishers and then 
because of personal and financial difficulties the 
remainder of the stock was put in storage where 
a large portion of it was destroyed. The lim- 
ited number of remaining perfect sets which 
originally sold for $135 are now being offered 
at wholesale for $18. This is an up-to-date 
illustration of the value of subscription books 
as an investment when the first price is paid. 


The first catalog of the season issued by 
Ernest R. Gee & Company, of this city, is de- 
voted mainly to first editions. It contains two 
association items of remarkable association in- 
terest: the first, George Cruikshank’s own copy 
of his masterpiece, “German Popular Stories,” 
with twenty-two etchings, the title-page of each 
volume of which is a proof before letters, the 
lettering being added in Cruikshank’s own hand 
writing; all of the plates are on India paper 
and the volumes are entirely uncut; the other, 
is the poet Tasso’s own copy of “Homeri Poeta- 
rum Omnium Principes Illias,” Lugduni, 1541. 
This volume was once owned by Bernardo 
Tasso, the poet’s father, and has many marginal 
notes by father and son. Books from the li- 
brary of the poet Tasso are exceedingly rare 
which makes this extraordinary association item 
of great interest to collectors. One of the 
last owners of this volume was Pietro Bigazzi 
the Florentine bibliographer whose library was 
sold in 1885. 


The Roosevelt Memorial Association is pre- 
paring to mark the sixty-third anniversary of 
Colonel Roosevelt's birth, which falls on Ucto- 
ber 27th, by special additions to the memorial 
collections which will be kept in the Twentieth 
Street house where he was born. Any one who 
possesses any object intimately connected with 
his life is invited to contribute to the general 
collection where it will be kent in connection 
with the donor’s name. Mrs. Roosevelt has 
presented the association with Colonel Roose- 
velt’s Spanish War Diary which consists of 
short items jotted down in an ordinary note 
book from day to day. Another gift is the 
spectacle case and manuscript pierced by a 
bullet fired at Colonel Roosevelt by a would- 
be assassin in Milwaukee in 1912. His life 
was probably saved by the fact that the bullet 
struck the manuscript and case, so that half an 
hour later he was able to read the manuscript, 
altho the bullet was still in his body. 


The Heartman Auction Company, Inc., 
opened the auction season at Rutland, Vt., on 
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September 3oth with a sale of Americana con- 
sisting largely of rare pamphlets numbering 
234 lots and bringing $4,731. Prices generally 
were satisfactory altho the bids came largely 
by mail. The item to bring the highest price 
was Thomas Jefferson’s “An Appendix to the 
Notes on Virginia,” relative to the murder of 
Logan’s family, published in Philadelphia in 
1800, first edition, which realized $475. Other 
items and the prices which they brought were 
the following: Samuel Wilson’s “An Account 
of the Province of Carolina in America,” Lon- 
don, 1682, first issue of the first edition, $207; 
Richard Franck’s “A Philosophical Treatise on 
the Origin and Production of Things,” 12mo, 
old calf, London, 1687, the Brinley copy, $260; 
Benjamin Franklin’s “A Narrative of the Late 
Massacre in Lancaster County of a number of 
Indians, Friends of this Province,” Philadelphia, 
1764, first edition, $117; “A State of the Trade 
Carried on with the French on the Island of 
Hispaniola, by the Merchants of North Amer- 
ica, etc., reprinted by Hugh Gaine, New York, 
1760, believed to be unique, $210; William Liv- 
ingstone’s “Review of the Military Operations 
in North America from the Commencement of 
French Hostilities on the Frontier of Virginia, 
in 1752, to the Surrender of Oswego on the 
14th of August, 1756,” small 4to, stitched, re- 
printed at New Haven, 1757, very rare, $385; 
J. Smith’s “The Character and Duty of Min- 
ister and People,” a sermon delivered March 
24, 1736, 12mo, Charles-Town, 1736, said to 
be the first book printed in South Carolina, 
$62.50; E. Wagstaffe’s “A True Account of 
the Late Piracies of Jamaica, the Authors 
Abettors, and Encouragers Thereof,” 12mo, 
london, 1716, extremely rare, 108.

Lucas in America 


T has seemed a very happy characteristic of 

many of the recent travel books on America 

that the writers have not neglected to give 
evidence in their books that they have seen our 
bookstores and been conscious of our interest 
in reading and in libraries. As a result of the 
trip over here of E. V. Lucas, Doran has pub- 
lished an attractive little volume entitled 
“Roving East and Roving West.” Taken from 
three or four of the chapters the following 
excerpts are interesting: 
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“It was in Chicago, in the Marshall Field 
Book Department—which is to ordinary English 
bookshops like a liner to a houseboat—that | 
first realized how intense is the interest whic! 
America takes in foreign contémporary litera- 
ture. In England the translation has a certain 
vogue—Mrs. Garnett’s supple and faithfy! 
renderings of Turgenev, Tolstoi, Dostoieyskj 
and Tchekoy have, for example, a great fol- 
lowing—but we do not adventure much beyond 
the French and the Russians; whereas I learn 
that English versions of hundreds of other 
foreign books are eagerly bought in America 
Such curiosity seems to me to be very sensible 
I was surprised also to find tables packed hig! 
with the modern drama. In England th: 
printed play is not to the general taste... . 


“In essentials America is American, but 
when it comes to inessentials, to trimmings, her 
dependence on old England was noticeable 
again and again as I walked about New York 
The fashion which, at the moment, the print 
shops was fostering was for our racing, hunt- 
ings and coaching colored prints of a century 
ago, while in the gallery of the distinguished 
little Grolier Club I found an exhibition 0 
the work of Randolph Caldecott and Kat 
Greenaway. In such old bookshops as I vis- 
ited all the emphasis was—just then—laid upon 
Keats and Lamb and Shelley, whose first edi- 
tions and presentation copies seem to be con 
tinually making the westward journey. I had 
not been in New York twenty-four hours befor: 
Keats’ ‘Lamia,’ 1820—with an inscription from 
the author to Charles Lamb—the very cop) 
from which, I imagine, Lamb wrote his review, 
was in my hands; but it would have been far 
beyond my means even if the pound were not 
standing at 3.83. These ‘association’ books, in 
which American collectors take especial plea 
sure, can be very costly. At a sale soon after 
I left New York, seven presentation copies 0! 
Dickens’ books, containing merely the author's 
signed inscription, realized $4870. 

“When we come to consider the American 
magazines—to which class the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post almost belongs—and the English, 
there is no comparison. The best American 
magazines are wonderful in their quality and 
range, and we have nothing to set beside them. 
It is astonishing to think how different, in the 
same country, daily and monthly journalism 
can be. Omitting the monthly reviews, Black- 
wood is, I take it, our finest monthly miscel- 
lany; and all of Blackwood could easily anc 
naturally be absorbed in one of the American 
magazines and be illustrated into the bargain. 
and still leave room for much more. And the 
whole would cost less! Why England is so 
poorly and pettily served in the matter 0! 
monthly magazines is something of a mystery
